• nit i* u place of no significance ami I felt 
very much like thanking the < ii\«-r of all 
g-ssl ami perfect gift* when I found that 
the Hot springs tram had been delayed 
a couple of hours, tints giving me a 

• ounce to go on to that point rather than 
wait there, as wmihl have been necessa- 
ry hud not the delay in curred. 

I had hoped, sincerely, that I might 
thi* time consistently -.pi-ak favorably of 
the country along iny route, hut alas' I 
cannot. From Little I! * k to Hot springs 
isalsmt 75 miles, and that distance a poor- 
er more wooded, marshy and swampy 
country could not lie found in a month's 
search. There is actually no sign of an 
eilbrt toward work, excepting two or 
three saw nulls, and the house* along 
the line aic lucre huts slid are inhabited 
by people who present a more wild than 
civilized ap|M-aram-e. There i* nothing 
interesting to see over the route I came 
and conse. pientlv nothing to w nteabout. 

Long I a* to re Hot spring* was reached, 
■hummers for the various hotel* ami 
boarding house*, and they are some 500 
in nuinlier, begun to worry the life out 
of the tired travelers by telling the ad 
vantages their le>*telrie* bud over the 
others. Such drumming and soliciting 
wa* never seen amt it wa* with a sigh of 
relief that "All out for Hot spring* wa* 
heard. Here trouble began in earnest, 
and the inexperienced visitor was liter- 
ally torn to piei e* by the hungry horde 
who represented the variou* hotels. In 
some instances |>ulice had to be called 
on to prevent such a nuisance, while 
other* ofthe new arrival* defended them- 
sclve* with clenched ti*t*. 

There are those who think that Hot 
spring* i* like lbs k Castle or Cumber- 
land hall*, save that it in on a larger 
scale, Imt such is a w rong idea. Some 
lll.IMt or 1?,IM> people are nestled ill the 
little valley amt beside* being the coun- 
ty seat, i* a place where an immense 
amount of hu*iue*a i* done. There is 
only oin- street an l the town to nonie ex- 
tent reminds one of Stanford. The moat 
elegant building*, ami the finest kept 
store* I know of any where an* right 
here, the size of tin- place of course ixiti- 
side red. There are ”<i elegant hotel*, ac- 
commodating from 100 to Ijmiui h, and 
it would take a day to enumerate the 
smaller ones. The Lastman i* decidedly 
the “biggest thing on wheels.” It i* a 

story brick, and a* elegantly furnished, 
the propr etora claim, a* the llotlman 
House, hi New York, and i* by f.n abet- 
ter looking building. The rates are from 
?:at to MOO per week and excepting in 
the summer season the house is jam- 
med. 

Tbi* is a rather olT season just now and 
there are not more than 5 .(too or o.ihni 
visitors here but that ntimbei represents 
people from every dime and nation. In 
fact they are here from everywhere ami 
a motley and disfigured crowd, a* a gen- 
eral thing, it is. In the winter and 
spring month* there are frc<|iii-iit Iv 
isr* who are here to le*t the healing and 
beneficial ipialitii's of the "red -hot " wa- 
ter. 

i in a lieautiful site 1, s>king dow n upon 
the town is the l iovermuciit Hospital, 
where sailors and soldiers who desire to 
Im- treated may come ami live off of I'n- 
cle Sam as long aa they choose. The 
main building is a handsome one ami 
w it It the four or live cottages ami many 
luxuries at tlu-ir command, those (ample 
who are doubly and trebly rewarded for 
what they are supposed to have done 
cau I i v*- with the elegance of a A’ander- 
hilt or a (iottlu. 

The hot hath isn’t the funniest thing 
iii the world by a long shot.
